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1. In Rangoon, the lewer Burma center of the Burma Conminist Party (BCP), 
increased party activity is forecast, towther with a purge of unre~ — 
liable elevents, and an intensification of ideolovical instruction and 
primary cell fornation. The goai is reportedly a membership of 12,090 
in Rangoon district by the end of the year; Commmists in Ran soon have 
bsen instructed to collect intellirsence abcut Sovernment forces and 
officials and their movements, and to attempt renetration of Jovernment 
departuents and public utilities. Unconfirmed reports indicate the 
possibility that the BCP has a center for upper Burma. 


2. The Central vownittee of the BCP has issued a directive that the Karen 
demand for a senarate State should be opposed on the sromd that it 
would ensure a permanent schism between the Karens and the Jurnese. 

“fforts are to be made to win over the Karens b. propazanda and by the 
fownatiion of new Yaren Leames, while the Karen National Union and its 
leader Saw a U ai are unfailinzly denownced as separatists and tools 
of imperLalism.

3. There is sore interest in the arrest at Lashio early in August, of two 
Chinese, one of whom was carrrin: Chinese Conrnmist literature describ- 
ins the achievements of the Teople's Liberation Army and the advivice of 
OJ Chia-pi's forces into central Yunnan.
